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For School Vandalism, It 
Can Be Double Jeopardy

Students involved in damaging Anda- 
yver’s schools will pay doubly for their 
actions, secondary school students 
learned this week. 

In morning assemblies at West and Do- 
herty Junior Highs and Andover High 
School Superintendent Kenneth R. Sei- 
fert interspersed his lectures on vandal- 
ism with personal stories about his 
family and early days growing up in 
South Buffalo, N.Y. The talks were an 
attempt, he told students at West Junior 
High, to be ‘‘frank and honest’ about the 
recent vandalism incidents in the town’s 
schools. 

Seifert’s message was upbeat as he 
told the youngsters of his frustrations 
with just a few of their number. He was 
quick, too, to say the incidents at the 
schools may be the work of adults, not 
students. 

“Overwhelmingly the students are ter- 
rific students,” Seifert told his audience 
of over 600 students and their teachers. 
(But) a handful of people continue to 
get the headlines.” 


s/oungsters had a slingshot, Seifert said, 
and the boys took tarns aiming at the 
windows. That incident resulted in $1,338 
Worth of damage. 

Also on that evening the first of two 
incidents at the Sanborn School occurred 
when $900 worth of windows were broken 
by two boys. The Sanborn was hit again, 
on Thursday, Feb. 21, when rocks pelted 
the Lovejoy Road school, this time by 
five boys, leaving $400 worth of damage. 
The boy from out-of-town was present at 
the second Sanborn incident, said Houli- 
han, but his only involvement was his 
presence, added the sergeant 

The next evening, on Friday, Feb. 22, 
two boys broke 75 windows at the West 
Junior High. The West damage 
amounted to $3,038, said Seifert, down 
from his original estimates of $5,000 to 
$7,000. 

Some of the nine boys involved wer« 
responsible for damage at more than one 
incident, said Houlihan. This made the 
investigation somewhat easier, he said, 
because as the police detectives were 
working on each of the incidents they 
found out information about damage at 
other locations. Houlihan said the Ban- 
croft vandalism case was concluded last 
Thursday. The West Junior High incident 
was solved on Tuesday and police con- 
cluded their investigation into the San 
born vandalism cases yesterday 

Parents of all the boys were very coop- 
erative, Houlihan said. In fact, while the 
vandalism stories were making the head- 
lines on local television and in print, 
Houlihan said the damage to the schools 
was also discussed in the homes of some 

yf those found responsible for the dam 
age. He said he thought the parents of 
the boys were very surprised to find 
their sons responsible for such damage 
In every single case the parents were 
ooperative,’’ Houlihan said. ‘‘] was very 
impressed with the way the parents han- 
led the situatio!

Caution was dispensed, too, to the ju- 
nior high schoolers. For those found re- 
sponsible for damage at a school the 
penalties may be twice as stiff. If 
charges are filed with police students 
must answer not only to them but also 
face possible schoo! sanctions, Seifert ex- 
plained. 


“TI have my form of justice,”’ Seifert 
warned the youngsters. “‘I am the judge 
and then the courts can take over and 
you can get it twice.”’ 


He used the students responsible for 
the Bancroft School vandalism as an ex- 
ample. Without naming them, Seifert 
said they would pay back the $1,339 in 
damages they caused in three minutes 
with a slingshot. Each week, until the 
end of the school year, the four will pay 
Seifert weekly to the tune of $350 apiece 
by the end of the year. They were also 
suspended for ten days and were each 
assigned to 120 hours of community serv- 
ice work. 

“They will be scraping trays and 


sweeping floors for three 40 hour 
weeks,”’ the superintendent said, adding 
that “if those four ever do anything 
wrong I will go to the School Committee 
for their expulsion from school.” 


The four youngsters told Seifert that 
boredom led them to break the windows 
at Bancroft. So the teacher in Seifert 
tried to put their boredom into perspec- 
tive on Monday morning, asking rhetori- 
caly how bored children are in Ethiopia 
or in Poland. And as Seifert told the West 
Junior High schoolers about his 16 year- 
old daughter the Punchard Auditorium 
became very still. 


The day before was her birthday, the 
superintendent explained, but he didn’t 
talk with her about her plans for the 
surnmer or a date for the prom because 
the girl is confined to a hospital. She has 
been all her life. 

“For 16 years that girl has been flat on 
her back in a hospital,’’ said Seifert. 
‘She cannot talk or see. I rub her hand 
and she smiles. I wonder if she’s bored.”’

out of school, suspended for ten school 
days, or two weeks. But the suspensions 
won’t be a ‘‘vacation,”’ said Seifert. 

While the students are out of school 
they will work two 40-hour work weeks at 
local nursing homes or schools, cleaning 
dinner trays and sweeping floors. Addi- 
tional community service time will be 
required, to be worked on school vaca- 
tions following the two weeks of suspen- 
sion, until each boy has worked enough 
hours, at a cost of $3 an hour, to equal the 
amount of damage each caused. The 
youths will not be paid for their work. 

Community service work will be mon- 
itored by Mary Wesson, who works with 
the Andover Police in cases were alter- 
native sentences are assigned to young 
offenders. 

The boys will also pay back the school 
system for the damage each caused. Sei- 
fert told the School Committee that mon- 
ey will be paid weekly, at his office, in an 
installment plan he will set up for each 
boy. If the money has not been paid at 
the end of the school year the parents of 
each boy will be responsible for the re- 
maining costs, said Seifert, citing a state 
law that says parents are responsible for 
damage caused by their children 
amounting to up to $2,000 

The superintendent cautioned the par- 
ents of the youngsters to let them earn 
the money themselves, at jobs, instead of 
giving them the money to repay the 
schools 

The boy from out-of-town will also pay 
for his share of the damage, said Houli- 
han, and will participate in a similiar 
community service program. And Sei- 
fert told the School Committee on Tues- 
day evening that he would contact the 
administrator of the boy’s school to dis: 
cuss the possibility of having the youth 
suspended 

Houlihan said the youngsters told him 
they weren’t sure why they damaged the 

chools, saying there ‘wasn’t anything 
else to do’ when he asked. 

Why they did it, I don’t know 
think they know,” said Houlihan

Assisting Houlihan on vandalism in- 
vestigations were police detectives Da- 
vid Grant, Kevin Winters and John 
Bernhardt. 

Houlihan said the recent damage at 
Salem High School is an ironic coin- 
cidence, coming just one day before the 
first vandalism incident here. The $750,- 
000 trashing of Salem High could have 
been the impetus for the Andover dam-

Seifert challenged the students to take 
responsibility for their actions, reciting a 
verse that hung in the boy’s club he fre- 
quented as a youngster. ‘‘If not you, then 
who? If not now, when?’ remembered 
Seifert. He asked them to refrain from 
lying to protect a friend they knew was 
guilty of wrong, telling them that the 
creed in South Buffalo was “I won’t 
squeal but I won’t lie.’’ 

“If we cannot count on one another 
then we’re not going to make it,” Seifert 
said. ‘The quality of life in this school is 
going to be determined by you.” 

It took a mere three minutes one af- 
ternoon for him to draw up a list of posi- 
tive activities in which the secondary 
school students could participate, and 
Seifert rattled off the names of non-exis- 
tant clubs, scholar organizations and af- 
ter school activities. But it will be the 
students who determined the tenor of life 
at West Junior High, they were told. 

“The majority can set the pace and 
reap the benefits,” the superintendent 
told them.

Citing a recent court case involving the 
Wayland School Committee as prece- 
dent, Barber said the legal decision 
proves that the Andover School Commit- 
tee has lost ownership and control of the 
Cross Street parcels. But committee 
member Susan T. Poore said a decision 
in that same case, when taken a step 
higher to the state Supreme Court, says 
that the school committee in question did 
control the land 

Poore said that Andover’s Town Meet- 
ing took two oi the three Cross Street 
parcels for school purposes a few years 
back and the third piece of land was tak- 
en as a result of non-payment of taxes 
But, she explained, when the land deed 
was written it said the property was for 
“school purposes and other municipal 
uses.’ It is the “‘other municipal uses’’ 
phrase that clouds the issue Poore said, 
but added that the June 1984 Wayland 
case considered the same issue and 
found that because land was taken with 
school building in mind it must stay un- 
der school control

ler town control saying that the town 
should keep all its buildable

tion Commission an act of the state legis- 
lature will be necessary if the town ever 
wants to use the land for another pur- 
pose. That procedure is a cumbersome 
one, said Chairman Robb, suggesting to 
Barber that bringing another town board 
into the matter would only complicate 
the situation.

PTO Objection Leads To 
Vale Fire Station Delay

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony rec- 
ymmended withdrawing Article 48, in 

light of the PTO’s opposition to the South 
School site, but he suggested leaving Ar- 
ticle 21 on the warrant. . 

[he board, however, agreed with Se 
ectman William Dalton’s motion to with 

raw both articles. Dalton said the town 
ould wait until a site has been chosen 
fore funding plans for the station 

Chairman Byrne said he met last 
Thursday night with about 50 members 

* of the South School PTO, who asked him 
to withdraw Article%8. The townspeople 
fear that housing fast-moving fire en- 

* gines next to the school would be danger- 
ous for the school’s young students, 
Byrne explained. (He added that the 
PTO members were not opposed to Arti 
cle 21. 

The manager said he was surprised by 
the opposition to the proposed site. “I 
like the idea of kids’ becoming familiar 
with policemen and firefighters as 
friends,” he commented. 

It will be difficult to find another site in 
Ballardvale, Mahony predicted, and he 
said that acquiring a site not already 
owned by Andover will add $150,000 to 
$200,000 to the cost of the station. 

Selectman Charles Wesson suggested 
that Ballardvale residents be involved in 
the search for another site. 

The selectmen reviewed about half of 
the 82-article warrant Monday night, vot- 
ing whether to recommend that annual 
town meeting approve each article 
Their recommendations will be printed 
in the Finance Committee report, which

The board voted to recommend appro- 
val of 35 articles, including Articles 1 
through 13, “boilerplate” items such as 
setting salaries for elected officials (Ar- 
ticle 5) 

They will also recommend that town 
meeting approve Article 14, to appropri- 
ate $13.5 million to expand the water 
treatment piant on Haggetts Pond. 

Mahony said he expects the town to 
win a $4 million state grant, bringing the 
town’s actual cost down to $9.5 million, 
for improvements that will help the 
treatment plant fill the town’s water 
needs up to the year 2020. 

The selectmen will recommend that 
voters appropriate $1 million for im- 
provements to River Road as well, by 
approving Article 17. The manager said 
a portion of the roadway (near the North 
Street end of the road) would be widened 
to three lanes, and traffic lights would be 
added at three intersections.

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Andover Gets $5M State Aid 
An Increase Of $131,650

The state government has sent out its 
“cherry sheets” tallying state financial 
assistance to cities and towns — earlier 
than ever before — and Andover’s share 
of the state-aid pie is $5,240,150, accord: 
ing to Finance and Budget Director An- 
thony Torrisi. 

Torrisi said he received the cherry 
sheet numbers Monday afternoon. After 
balancing the financial aid against as- 
sessments charged to the town, the di- 
rector found that Andover has received a 
net increase of $131,850 in new state aid, 
he explained

Down The Years With The Townsman 


75 Years Ago — March 1910 

The Tyer Rubber Co.’s plant and the 
Ballardvale mills were closed on Mon- 
day, owning to the annual town meeting 

Several Andover people patronized the

Now that the Ballardvale playstead is 
a part of the park system of Andover, the 
people of the village feel that part of the 
regular appropriation for parks should 
be spent on the local playstead.

and is against any chages that have the- 
potential of increasing density, traffic or 
affecting environment and landscape 
anywhere in town and especially West 
Andover where heavy building programs 
are very disturbing to residents.

Although the owners of industrial land

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After A Decade, A 


House Becomes A Home

owell Street house that was gutted 

i fire in 1974 and stood in ruins for 

learly a decade has been rebuilt, and is 

now under a sales agreement with a po- 
tential buyer 

The ranch-style house, located at 278 
Lowell St. at the corner of Wild Rose 
Drive, was put on the market late last 
month. It was placed under agreement 
with a local buyer within one week, 
according to Martha Sheehan of Sheehan 
Realty, Andover 

Sheehan Realty represents the current 
owner of the property, Campagnone 
Realty Trust of Lowell, with William A. 
Campagnone of Lowell as trustee. The 
house belonged to Richard and Sharon 
Stempel when it was all but destroyed by 
fire and then abandoned more than ten 
years ago. 

The charred and boarded-up house, 
surrounded by an overgrown yard, was a 
neighborhood eyesore and heaith hazard 
until Campagnone began repairs on the 
property in December 1983. 

The reconstruction was delayed for 
several months last summer because, 
Sheehan said, the owner was undecided 
whether to complete the house as a resi- 
dence, or to remodel it for use as doctor’s 
offices 

The seven-roém house now includes 
two rooms that were once the garage, 
Sheehan said. Work on the house is 
“eighty percent complete,’’ she said, and 
it will be sold ‘“‘as is.”’ 

Repairs completed include new walls 
and ceilings, new plumbing and wiring, 
new siding, and a new roof. The original 
gas-heating system is in working order 
and has been left intact, the real estate 
agent said. 

The house still needs ‘bathroom fix- 
tures and finish work, and has “no kitch- 
en,’’ Sheehan noted.

When Campagnone bought the prop- 
erty in 1982, Andover officials had al- 
ready started a one-year process that 
would have allowed them to tear down 
the Lowell Street house. 

For years, neither the Stempels nor 
their insurance company, Lumbermens 
Mutual! Casualty Company, had claimed 
responsibility for the burned-out site. A 
number of creditors held liens on the de- 
teriorating property, and no taxes were 
paid on the parcel for several years. 

After receiving continuing complaints 
from neighbors, the Andover Board of 
Health declared the Stempel house unfit 
for human habitation in 1982. Neighbors 
maintained that the abandoned house 
was a health hazard, as well as a poten- 
tial fire hazard and an attraction to van- 
dals. 

The house could have been razed one 
year later. However, Lumbermens won a 
judgment against the Stempels, who are 
now divorced, and the two mortages on 
the property were assigned to the insur- 
ance company. 

Lumbermans sold the mortages, total- 
ling $30,894, to Campagnone, who fore- 
closed against the Stempels in early 1983 

The new owner subsequently began ex- 
tensive repairs on the property, which 
includes a 33,210-square foot lot and is 
zoned Single Residence B.

property is valued at $13,867,500. 

This year’s newcomer, Shetland Prop- 
erties, on York Street, was taxed at 
$258,820 on property worth $12,643,900 
They are ranked seventh on the listing 

Following Shetland is the Prudential 
Insurance Co. of America, with a tax bill 
60 percent higher than last year’s. 
Prudential will pay $257,779 on $12,609.- 
400 worth of property. They also jumped 
from ninth on the listing to eighth. 

Cressey-Dockham, Lowell Street, 
drops from sixth place on last year’s 
ranking to ninth this year with a 3 per- 
cent drop in their tax bill. This year they 
were billed for $246,364 on property va- 
lued at $12,035,400.

a school or an addition on land near the 
high school. 

The site plan the committee consulted 
when discussing placement of the build- 
ing showed that it would fall on town-con- 
trolled land, which is adjacent to a 
parcel of school-controlled land on the 
high school campus. Poore contends that 
because the town land is annexed to a 
school site it is also school-controlled 
land and as such should be kept for | 
school use. 

She suggested siting the maintenance 
building at the town garage site or near 
the proposed addition to the water treat- 
ment plant. 

‘I’m not interested in giving away 
school land until I know what our needs 
are,’ said Poore. “I’m opposed to the 
School Committee taking this position 
until all the information is in. I would 
hope that between now and Town Meet- 
ing the board will change its mind.”’ 

At the last School Committee meeting 
on Feb. 26 Town Manager Kenneth Ma- 
hony talked with the board about this 
proposal, saying the site for the mainte- 
nance building was not on school land 
and adding that the Board of Selectme:

Professional caterers recommend that you 
choose a caterer as early as possible during the 
planning of your wedding—just as soon as 
you’ve decided on a setting for the reception and 
a budget. 

The time of day your wedding is to be held can 
help determine the menu for your reception: 

Light foods such as salads, quiches and crepes 
are suitable for morning weddings. 

For an early afternoon wedding, salads, sea- 
food and chicken are appropriate, along with 
small rolls and fruit. 

Later in the afternoon, finger foods are pre- 
ferable, such as tea sandwiches and cold meats 
or salmon and rolls. 

Early evening receptions lend themselves to 
buffets of sliced meats and salads, with a spe- 
cial dish (chicken or veal, perhaps) as a high- 
light. 

And for evening receptions, you might choose 
a formal dinner or hors d’oeuvres and cham- 
pagne.

When calculating the price of a wedding, don’t 
overlook a small, but significant, cost—tipping 

If tips have not been included into the overall 
cost of the wedding, the bride’s parents could 
find themselves scrambling for cash on the wed- 
ding day. 

Of course, the less extravagant the wedding 
ceremony, the fewer the tips. 

Following is a list from ‘“‘Your Complete Wed- 
ding Planner’’ by Marjabelle Young Stewart 
(David McKay Company, Inc.) of those who are 
tipped, the amount they receive and who pays 
them: 

¢ The caterer, hotel or club banquet manager 
and the bridal consultant receive 1 to 5 percent, 
but only if special services are offered. The re- 
ception host adds any special payment to the bill 
when it is payed. 

¢ All servers, including waiters, waitresses, 
bartenders and table captains, receive 15 per- 
cent, plus 1 to 5 percent for captains if their fee 
is not included in the total bill. The reception 
host or hostess adds gratuities to the bill when 
paying it. 

* Powder and coatroom attendants are tipped 
50 cents per guest or a flat fee agreed on before 
hand. The hosts add a flat fee to the bill wher 
paying or tipping attendants immediately afte:

T ops On Diamond Cure 


If you have a diamond ring here are four ways 
to keep it clean and brilliant: 

¢ Place the ring in a sudsy solution of warm 
water and mild household detergent. Brush the 
ring with an eyebrow brush, then rinse under 
warm running water. Use a lintless cloth to pat 
dry. 

¢ Soak your ring for about 30 minutes in a cup 
half filled with cold water and half filled with 
ammonia. Using an eyebrow brush, tap around 
the back and front of the mounting. Swish the 
ring in the solution once again before letting it 
drain on a tissue. 

¢ Dip your ring in a brand name liquid jewelry 
cleaner, but do not touch the diamond with your 
fingers. Handle jewelry by its edges. 

e Machines are available which can clean 
your ring in a solution of water and detergent. 

Remember, to help your ring last don’t wear it 
when doing rough work as diamonds can chip. 
Don’t wear it when doing cleaning or laundry 
Bleach can discolor the mounting. Have your 
jeweler check and clean your ring each year.

The groom and members of the wedding each 
pay for their own.
